7) the defendant shall refrain from excessive use of alcohol and shall not purchase, possess, use, distribute, or administer any 
controlled substance or any paraphernalia related to any controlled substances, except as prescribed by a physician; 

8) the defendant shall not frequent places where controlled substances are illegally sold, used, distributed, or administered; 

9) the defendant shall not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convicted of 
a felony, unless granted permission to do so by the probation officer; 

10) the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of any 
contraband observed in plain view of the probation officer; 

11) the defendant shall notify the probation officer within seventy-two hours of being arrested or questioned by a law enforcement officer; 

12) the defendant shall not enter into any agreement to act as an informer or a special agent of a law enforcement agency without the 
permission of the court; and 

13) as directed by the probation officer, the defendant shall notify third parties of risks that may be occasioned by the defendant's criminal 
record or personal history or characteristics and shall permit the probation officer to make such notifications and to confirm the 
defendant's compliance with such notification requirement.

SPECIAL CONDITIONS OF SUPERVISION 



If deported, the defendant is not to re-enter the United States illegally. If the defendant is deported during the period of probation or 
the supervised release term, supervision by the probation office becomes inactive. If the defendant returns, the defendant shall report 
to the nearest U.S. Probation Office immediately. Supervision by the probation officer reactivates automatically upon the defendant's 
reporting. 

The defendant shall participate in a program, inpatient or outpatient, for the treatment of drug and/or alcohol addiction, dependency or 
abuse which may include, but not be limited to urine, breath, saliva and skin testing to determine whether the defendant has reverted to 
the use of drugs and/or alcohol. Further, the defendant shall participate as instructed and as deemed necessary by the probation officer 
and shall comply with all rules and regulations of the treatment agency until discharged by the Program Director with the approval of 
the probation officer. The defendant shall further submit to drug-detection techniques, in addition to those performed by the treatment 
agency, as directed by the probation officer. The defendant will incur costs associated with such drug/alcohol detection and treatment, 
based on ability to pay as determined by the probation officer.
